YOKK, Sept. 20-A week ago 


we seemed to stand on the threshold 
of eternity. The angel of death was 
waiting to give the last final sum- 
mons to our great chieftain - whether 
he should remain with us a little 
longer or whether he should answer 
now to the imperial call. The Al- 
mighty was merciful to the sufferer 
and spared him the agony that usu- 
aliy accompanies this painful form of 
death. The struggle was brief but 
hopeful. At last the spirit took its 
flight from its tenement cf clay as it 
beard the voice of the Grand Master 
saying. "Well done—well done, thou 
good and faithful servant, enter into 
thejovofthy Lord." 
William McKinley came to the pres- 


idential chair more thoroughly equip- 
ped for the fulfillment of its duties 
than anv nan called upon to fill it 
since the adoption of the Federal con- 
stitution. He had served in all the 
offices of bis own state from the posi- 
tion of roadn;aster to governor, and 
in our Civil war be served with hon- 
ors uo to the rank of major, and be 
might have closed his military career 


I with the rank of general but he con- 
jsidered 
himself unworthy 
of the 
| honor. 
Tt the close of the war his country- 
men called upon him to serve in the 
great councils of the nation, which he 
had entered, and with his usual in- 
dustry he was not long in mastering 
every detail of his duties. The tariff 
was then the absorbing question be- 
fore the people for on it depended the 
national prosperity. A vital question 
was whether we should continue to 
pay trioute to foreign lands for the 
articles needed for the life of our peo- 
ple which could be cultivated or man- 
ufactured at borne, giving employ- 
ment to millions here and bunding 
up industries upon which, up to that 
time, we had depended from foreign 
lands. Strange as it may seem the 
nation was almost evenly divided up- 
on this vitally important question, 
one partv declaring that a high tari!T 
was the surest highway to national 
prosperity, while the other declared 
that it ro'boed the people and sure as 
fate was the highway to national 
ruin. 
The arguments used were spacious 


enough to deceive the closest investi- 
gator. Why it is plain, said one, if 
you add 30 per cent to the cost of

struck him full in the face, and it 
was only with.greatest, difficulty that 
they landed him iu jail. 
it is indeed, a sad thing to remem- 
ber that we have ao law the punish- 
ment for which would be anything 
commensurate with the crime of the 
assassin, and here we pause to ask 
ourselves wherein is republicanism as 
administered in this country today 
superior to the government of Great 
Britain. What have we in human 
government that the nation of Great 
Britain has not? It is the govern- 
ment of many different nations, many 
of them bordering on savagery, and 
vet. though at heavy cost, its imper- 
ial power is sustained. Is life, liberty 
ana the pursuit of happiness better 
protected in the United States than 
it is through the kingdom of Great- 
Britain?

Colombian Decree Against For- 


eigners Aiding: Rebels. 


AIMED AT VENEZUELAN MARAUDERS. 


French Warships Pwvent an Ex- 


change of Shot* Between Gunboats 
of the Belligerents, Over Which tbe 
Venezuelan Government Is Much 
Perturbed. 
Cnracoa, Sept. 21.—Refugees from 


Sommelsdvk say that Colombia threat- 
ens to shoot Venezuelan prisoners un- 
der a decree lately issued to the eSfect 
that all foreigners aiding the Colom- 
bian liberal movement or invading Co- 
lombian soil shall be shot if caught. 
The Venezuelan general Davila is re- 
ported to be in bad favor with his gov- 
ernment because of his recent defeat. 


Infonnation has been forwarded to 


Caracas from Venezuelan officials at 
Juajira to the ^effect that the French 
cruiser Sachet, lying off La Hacha on 
the morning of the 9th, perceived 
three gunboats trithout Sags. She 
compelled the gunboats to show their 
flags, which proved to be Venezuelan. 
Later daring the same day the Colom- 
bian gunboat General Pinzon arrived 
on the scene, whereupon tue Suchet, 
according to the story of the Venezue- 
lans, placed herself between the Gen- 
eral Pinzon and the Venezuelan gun- 
boats, thus preventing an exchange of 
shots. Shortly after this the General 
Pinzon steamed away 


About noon the same day, the Ven- 


ezuelan officials assert, the Alexandre 
Bixio arrived under a French flag. The 
Venezuelan gunboats showed no inten- 
tion to molest her. but they were ap- 
parently anxious to attack the Colom- 
bians on the shore who were landed 
there from the Alesandre Hiiio. The 
Venezuelans say the Suchet placed 
herself between their gunboats and 
the Colombians during the landing. 


France is generaly supposec to be 


friendly to Colombia because of canal 
concessions, and not especially friend- 
ly to Venezuela because of differences 
over certain French claims which re- 
salted in the withdrawal of the French 
minister from Caracas in 1SSS. 


Colombian Minister's Claim. 


"Washington. Sept. 21.—Dr. Martinez 


Siiva. the Colombian minister, calkd 
at the state department and had a 
sho-t talk with Secretary Hay in re- 
gard to affairs in South America. It
